GENERAL  COMMENTS 


Mr.  Jim  Manning  operates  a foreign  car  repair,  body,  paint,  new  and  used 
parts  business  at  4427  2nd  Avenue  North  in  Great  Falls.  The  business  is 
located  on  lots  18  and  19  in  Block  12  of  the  Morning  Side  Addition.  The 
property  measures  120  feet  by  140  feet.  A shop  and  car  storage  yard  are 
presently  on  the  property.  The  storage  yard  is  approximately  80  feet  by  70 
feet  or  5600  square  feet  in  area.  It  has  a maximum  storage  capacity  of 
approximately  60  vehicles.  The  business  also  deals  in  salvage  or  junked 
motor  vehicles  for  dismantling  and  buys,  sells  or  deals  in  used  parts  of 
import  vehicles.  A motor  vehicle  wrecking  facility  license  is  required  for 
this  business  activity. 


POTENTIAL  IMPACT  6n  PHYSICAL  ENVIRONMENT 


#5  Aesthetics 

The  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  Law  and  Rules  require  that  junk 
vehicles  be  screened  from  public  view  and  motor  vehicle  wrecking  facilities 
be  screened  and  licensed  for  operation.  This  proposed  facility  is  screened 
on  all  four  sides  as  required  due  to  its  proximity  to  public  roadways.  The 
east,  west  and  north  perimeters  are  fenced  with  an  eight-foot  tall  wooden 
fence.  The  south  side  is  screened  with  a chain-link  fence  with  plastic  or 
fiberglass  inserts.  The  facility  is  presently  screened  in  compliance  with 
Rule  16.14.202,  ARM.  Vehicles,  defined  by  Section  75-10-501(3),  MCA,  1979, 
stored  on  the  property  will  be  required  to  be  stored  behind  the  fence  and 
out  of  public  view. 


POTENTIAL  IMPACT  ON  HUMAN  ENVIRONMENT 

#10  Demands  for  Government  Services  and  #13  Locally  Adopted  Environmental 
Plans  and  Goals 

Before  a license  can  be  issued  for  the  establishment  and  operation  of  a 
wrecking  facility,  the  proposed  site  must  meet  local  land  use  zoning 
regulations.  This  property  is  not  zoned  for  wrecking  yards.  However,  the 
City  of  Great  Falls  has  agreed  to  this  use  at  this  location,  provided  that 
only  a maximum  of  eight  junked  or  salvage  vehicles  be  held  in  long-term 
storage  at  any  one  time.  Customer  vehicles,  wrecks  awaiting  disposal  or 
repair  through  insurance  settlements,  or  vehicles  stored  for  active  repair 
are  excluded  from  this  limitation. 

A certain  amount  of  government  time  will  be  required  to  assure  that  the 
facility  is  maintained  and  operated  in  compliance  with  the  screening 
requirements  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  Law  and  Rules. 
Routine  inspections  by  state  and  local  junk  vehicle  program  officials  will 
be  conducted  periodically.  Enforcing  the  eight  vehicle  limitations  imposed 
by  the  City  Planning  Office  will  probably  place  an  additional  demand  on 
public  time.  This  provision  will  be  administered  by  the  local  planning 
office . 
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
